US issues travel alert for Europe 


President: 'Islam now 
part of Germany 1 


BREMEN, Germany (AFP) - 
Germany’s president called on 
his countrymen to work to in¬ 
tegrate the country’s four mil¬ 
lion Muslims, acknowledging 
that Islam is ’’now part of Ger¬ 
many.” 

Speaking from the northern 
city of Bremen on the 20th an¬ 
niversary of reunification and 
in his first major set-piece 
speech, Christian Wulff fo¬ 
cussed on the challenges ahead 
of modem, reunited Germany. 

In particular, he spoke of 
the difficulties of integrating 
its large Muslim population. 

’’Twenty years after reunifi¬ 
cation, we stand before the 
huge task of finding new soli¬ 
darity in a Germany that is part 
of a swiftly changing world,” 
he said. 

’’Christianity is of course 
part of Germany. Judaism is of 
course part of Germany. This is 
our Judeo-Christian history ... 
But now Islam is also part of 
Germany,” he added. 

’’When German Muslims 
write to me to say ’you are our 
president’, I reply with all my 
heart 'yes, of course I am your 
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president'.” 

Germany has four million 
Muslims among its 82 million 
inhabitants and the issue of 
their integration has been in 
the headlines for months. 

A member of Germany's 
central bank, Thilo Sarrazin, 
sparked outrage when he said 
the country was being made 
"more stupid” by poorly edu¬ 
cated and unproductive Mus¬ 
lim immigrants and soon after 
was forced to resign. 

Wulff called for more toler¬ 
ance from ordinary Germans, 
but he also insisted that immi¬ 
grants make a real effort to in¬ 
tegrate. 

Those living in Germany 
should adhere to the country's 
constitution and its way of life, 
including learning the lan¬ 
guage, he said. 

Wulff hailed the reunifica¬ 
tion of the free-market West 
and communist East barely a 
year after the Berlin Wall fell 
as "a momentous day that a 
people experience only rarely.” 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
The European People's Party, 
an umbrella group of 73 cen¬ 
tre-right parties, criticised yes¬ 
terday a post-election deal 
between Dutch conservatives 
and an anti-Islam party. 

”1 deplore this political evo¬ 
lution because it can threaten 
the understanding, the cohe¬ 
sion and the solidarity in our 
European societies,” EPP pre¬ 
sident Wilfried Martens said in 
a statement. 

"It is the duty of the major 
political families in Europe to 
reflect on this unfortunate rea¬ 
lity and to combat it jointly,” 
Martens said. 

"As in the past, the EPP will 
continue to refuse to work with 
extreme right and extreme left 
parties at the European Union 
level.”

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US State Department issued a 
formal alert yesterday warning 
Americans traveling in Europe 
to remain vigilant against "po¬ 
tential for terrorist attacks” and 
urging precaution in public 
places and transportation sys¬ 
tems. 

France and Britain imme¬ 
diately voiced support for the 
security statement, which said 
"current information suggests 
that Al-Qaeda and affiliated or¬ 
ganizations continue to plan 
terrorist attacks.” 

"US citizens should take 
every precaution to be aware 
of their surroundings and to 
adopt appropriate safety meas¬ 
ures to protect themselves 
when traveling,” according to 
the alert. 

It said attackers may use "a 
variety of means and weapons 
and target both official and pri¬ 
vate interests,” and that parti¬ 
cular targets could include 
railways, subways and loca¬ 
tions frequented by tourists. 

The alert — which the State 
Department issues regarding

MEXICO CITY, Mexico 
(AFP) - Northern Mexico was 
shaken by a weekend of vio¬ 
lence, with 34 deaths blamed 
on drug cartels and a series of 
grenade attacks that injured a 
dozen people, officials said 
yesterday. 

Twelve people were hurt in 
a late night grenade attack at a 
busy plaza outside Monterrey, 
according to officials who said 
it was one of four bombings to 
rock the industrial border city 
over the weekend. 

Authorities said yesterday 
that the grenade was thrown by 
unidentified assailants at about 
11 pm Saturday near the town 
hall in Guadalupe, a suburb of 
the bustling city near the bor¬ 
der with the United States. 

Earlier Saturday, three ex¬ 
plosive devices were deto¬ 
nated, including one near the 
US consulate and another not 
far from a prosecutor's office 
that wounded a guard. The 
blasts damaged roads and 
nearby vehicles, said police, 
who have yet to identify the 
culprits.

US President Barack 
Obama has been "following

Under Secretary of State for 
Management Patrick Kennedy, 
who acknowledged that such a 
terror alert for Europe was 
rare, would not go into the in¬ 
telligence behind the security 
statement, but told reporters 
"we've been monitoring this 
(situation) carefully for at least 
several weeks.”

This is why 
she is working on this problem 
by giving information and sup¬ 
port to the foundations and or¬ 
ganizations working in this 
area.

Storage & Regasification 


Storage can be on-shore in double 
containment storage tanks or in large 
ships floating off-shore where the shore 
is inaccessible for ships. 

Re-gasification involves heating of the 
LNG to convert it to gas and then 
pumping it via pipeline to the users: 

— In warmer climates such as the 
Caribbean the heating can be done 
with sea water. 

— Re-gasification can be performed 
on shore or off-shore.

The fact that Valero and the 
Aruban Government have 
been negotiating for some 
time to establish a Liquid Nat¬ 
ural Gas or LNG facility for 
the island was revealed during 
the days of the Green Energy 
Conference. On Friday morn¬ 
ing, October 1, Valero Refin¬ 
ery Aruba Vice-President and 
General Manager Ray Buck- 
ley expounded on the positive 
points of such a venture, and 
what it could mean for Aruba. 
Mr. Buckley has the distinc¬ 
tion of being the first native- 
born GM of the refinery since 
it first began operating in 
1929. 

Millions of consumers in 
the U.S. and around the world 
have used natural gas to heat 
and run their homes and busi¬ 
nesses for decades. The deve¬ 
lopment of technology to cool 
it into a liquid form has made 
it a commodity transportable to 


locations that do not have ac¬ 
cess through pipelines, such as 
Aruba. The process of liquefy¬ 
ing the gas also reduces its vo¬ 
lume by 600 times, making 
transporting on specially de¬ 
signed ships feasible and af¬ 
fordable. There are still vast 
reserves of natural gas all 
around the world. 

Important advantages of 
using LNG is it is a very safe, 
stable and environmentally- 
friendly fuel resulting in radi¬ 
cally reduced carbon emis¬ 
sions over oil or coal. It is 
odorless, non-toxic and non- 
corrosive. LNG, in the advent 
of a spill, reverts almost imme¬ 
diately to gas form and dissi¬ 
pates, leaving no residue on 
water or land. 

During the 50 years of 
transporting LNG in ships 
there has never been a fire or 
explosion; leak detection is 
highly sensitive and contain¬ 


ment facilities are designed 
with inner and outer walls to 
prevent incidents at LNG ter¬ 
minals. 

LNG is presently used for 
space and water heating and air 
conditioning; power conver¬ 
sion and cooking and public 
buses, taxis and trucks are con¬ 
verting to LNG use. 

Aruba is considered an 
ideal location for a terminal 
and re-gasification facility. 
The warm seawater surroun¬ 
ding the island will very likely 
provide a natural and highly 
cost-effective means of con¬ 
verting the LNG back to 
gaseous form. This can pro¬ 
vide energy for both Valero 
Refinery Aruba and W.E.B., 
the island’s power supplier, as 
well as cooking gas and an al¬ 
ternative for transport fuel, 
drastically reducing Aruba’s 
carbon footprint. 

A study reveals that a fixed 


facility on land is more cost-ef¬ 
fective than one that would 
pump directly from an LNG 
storage ship and is favored at 
this stage. The considered fa¬ 
cility would have a 160,000 
cubic meter storage capacity, 
which is estimated would eas¬ 
ily meet the monthly demand, 
with replenishment by ship 
transport of 125,000 cubic me¬ 
ters each month. 

Presently, Valero and the 
Aruban Government are wor¬ 
king on establishing LNG de¬ 
mand to validate the project 
basis, screen possible suppli¬ 
ers, define commercial terms 


and agree on a financial model 
as it will likely be a joint ven¬ 
ture costing from 200 to 250 
million dollars. 

Minister of Finance, Com¬ 
munication, Utilities and En¬ 
ergy, Mike de Meza con¬ 
firmed finalization of negoti¬ 
ations, approval of a design 
and construction and comple¬ 
tion of the facility is expected 
to take 2-3 years. It is seri¬ 
ously considered to be part of 
the present administration’s 
plan for the greening of 
Aruba.

Hospital carried out the 10- 
hour breakthrough operation 
Thursday, implanting an arti¬ 
ficial heart to be used on a 
permanent basis rather than a 
more common temporary ar¬ 
tificial heart. 


Usually temporary artifi¬ 
cial hearts are used for pa¬ 
tients awaiting a suitable 
human transplant, but the 
boy suffered from an illness 
that made a long wait impos¬ 
sible.

Detecting Pain in 
your Pet 


Animals feel pain just like hu¬ 
mans do but unlike humans, 
they are unable to speak to us 
about it. It is important to look 
for subtle changes in your ani¬ 
mals behavior to identify if 
they are in pain or feel any dis¬ 
comfort. 

If your animal shows one or 
more of these behaviors and 
you suspect it may be due to 
pain, notify your veterinarian 
immediately. 

Following are signs that 
your animal may be in pain: 

•Whining, Howling, 
Whimpering. Yelping, Groan¬ 
ing, Grunting 

•Restlessness, reluctance to 
move, difficulty getting up 
from a laying position, repeti¬ 
tively gets up and lies down 
•Trembling, circling or ly- 
ingvery still 

•Seeks more affection than 
usual 

•Difficulty or hesitation in 
getting up from a lying posi¬ 
tion or lying down 

•Change in chewing be- 
havio, chewing on one side 
•Decreased appetite rapid 
change in weight or overeat¬ 
ing. 

•Withdrawl from social in¬ 
teraction 

•Changes in sleeping - 
sleeping more than usual 
•Lapses in housetraining 
•Grimaces, vacant stare, 
glazed, wide-eyed or 
lookssleepy 

•Enlarged/dialated pupils 
•Flattened ears 
•Panting excessively when 
at rest 

•Acts out of character, 


growls, hisses, bites 
•Pins ears back 
•Licking in one area often 
•Scratching a particular part 
of its body often 

•Avoiding your hands or 
you, acting out or agressive to¬ 
wards one or more family 
members 

•Decreased range of motion 
•Reduced interest in play 
and walks 

•Difficulty urinating or de- 
facating 

•Tucked tail, turning the 
head away, hunching down

So how much food you 
should give to your pets? Here 
are some helpfiil guidelines. 

Dogs: 

10 lbs. or less- 1/3 - 1 cup 
of dog food (Dry, Wet or 
Mixed) 

10-25 lbs.-1-2 % cups 

25-50 lbs. -2 % - 3 % cups 



Exercise for Dogs 


50-75 lbs. - 3 3 A - 5 cups 

Over 75 lbs. - 5-8 cups 

Cats: 

The typical 10 lb. cat should 
be fed 4-6 ounces of canned 
food or 1/4 - 1/3 cup dry food 
daily. 

Fish: 

About a pinch of food is 
enough to feed at least 5 fish. 

The best thing to do is to 
ask your vets for the proper 
diet of your pets. Some dog 
and cat breeds may require dif¬ 
ferent feeding needs. Read 
properly the label of your dog 
or cat foods. Putting too much 
food in the aquarium may con¬ 
taminate the water and may 
poison your fishes so always 
be careful in the amount of 
food you put in your aquarium. 

Loving your pets does not 
end in buying them gifts and 
accessories, not overfeeding 
them is the best gift you can 
ever give them. 


The Goofiness 
of Cats 


Cats can be pretty funny crea¬ 
tures, but there is a method to 
the madness. First of all, cats 
sleep for the majority of the 
day (sometimes close to 20 
hours) so, for the few hours 
that they are awake they have 
A LOT of excess energy to 
bum.

But let's cover 
this question based on the size 
of your animal and then you 
may want to do some research 
on your own about your spe¬ 
cific breed to find out exactly 
how much at a minimum you 
should exercise your dog. 

•Small dogs: at least 30 
minutes of rigorous exercise 
each day, walking, mnning, 
playing fetch 

•Medium dogs: 30 minutes 
2x a day of rigorous exercise 
eachday, walking, mnning, 
playing fetch 

•Large dogs: 45 minutes 2x 
a day of rigorous exercise each 
day, walking, mnning, playing 
fetch 

Q. I work all day and 
don f t have alot of time to ex¬ 
ercise my dog...any sugges¬ 
tions? 

A. It is very important that 
you choose the dog that is right 
for your lifestyle and activity 
level. But let's just say that you 
already have the animal and 
he/she requires exercise or at 


least two 30 min blocks of ex¬ 
ercise a day. 

•Pair up with a neighbor 
that has the same needs - you 
can walk in the morning and 
they can walk them at night or 
switch off days 

•Consider hiring a neighbor 
kid to come and walk them 
once or twice a day 

•Play ball with your animal 
while you are getting ready for 
work. 

•Find an retired person in 
the area that may need com¬ 
panionship and see if they 
would be willing to walk your 
animal once or twice a day in 
exchange for picking up gro¬ 
ceries or mowing a lawn 
•Find a doggie day care 
•Break up the 30 minutes 
into 15 minute increments. 15 
minutes when you wake up - 
during your coffee - play fetch, 
then mn around the block for 
15 right before your shower. 
When you get home, play 
fetch again and then a little 
while later mn around the 
block. 

•Be creative - ask other dog 
owners how they manage - you 
may just come up with 
somethng you never thought of!

in the world. He holds a num¬ 
ber of revolutionary patents 
that have changed the way in¬ 
dustries integrate and utilize 
such systems, generally re¬ 
ferred to as HVAC, and is re¬ 
cipient of the National Energy 
Savings Award from American 
Society of Heating, Refrigera¬ 
ting, and Air-Conditioning En¬ 
gineers, ASHRAE. 

Tom proclaimed he was a bit 
hesitant about his invitation to 
Aruba, as he knew little about it, 
but “I am in the business of 
coaching people in energy and 
losing is NOT AN OPTION! 
Don’t come in this locker room 
if you don’t want to win.” He 
pointed out how many ideas 
which were laughed at when 
first conceived, such as bottled 
water, have become a part of 
everyday lives and made a for¬ 
tune. “Since 1979 my company 
has been making consumers go 
green by convincing them of the 
necessity of energy efficiency.

You would 
be amazed how many people in 
America just don’t get it.” 

Projects from Mr. Kiser, 
such as the Ford Motor Com¬ 
pany factories and public hou¬ 
sing, have reduced energy costs 
by 60% or greater with practi¬ 
cal means that do not require 
advanced technology still in 
development and brought him 
clients on an international 
scale. His simple solutions are 
easily attainable at compara¬ 
tively moderate costs which 
earn back the initial expense in 
a relatively short period. The 
examples he presented were of 
such elegant simplicity he mo¬ 
tivated Aruban Parliamentarian 
Donny Rasmijn to comment on 
his talk during the panel discus¬ 
sion and claim “the time is now 
for Aruba to take action and 
achieve energy efficiency.”

Kiser will be again visiting 
Aruba in the near future as a 
consultant on renovating public 
buildings and resorts to be more 
energy efficient.

Forecast eurozone slowdown rolls 
in as ECB meets on rates 


Chinese premier pledges 
support for euro, EU trade 


ATHENS, Greece (AFP) - 
Chinese Premier Wen Jiabao 
pledged yesterday to support a 
stable euro and ease trade ties 
with Europe as he moved to 
smooth over past tensions 
ahead of a key summit in Brus¬ 
sels. 

"I am convinced that a 
strong Europe is irreplace¬ 
able....China wants to promote 
and strengthen strategic links 
with the European Union," 
Wen said in an address to the 
parliament in Athens ahead of 
the Asia-Europe and EU-China 
summits. 

He said China would "sup¬ 
port the stability of the euro" 
and Beijing would "not reduce 
the amount of European bonds 
that are part of the Chinese for¬ 
eign exchange reserves." 

"We have stayed at Eu¬ 
rope's side to overcome the cri¬ 
sis and to allow the recovery," 
he added. 

With China's foreign ex¬ 
change reserves the biggest in 
the world, Wen's pledge was a 
welcome show of support after 
Europe battled to beat back a 
dramatic debt crisis in Greece 
that nearly destroyed the euro 
earlier this year. 

China has become Euro¬ 
pean Union's biggest trade 
partner in recent years, but ties 
have been fraught over con¬ 
cerns in Europe about difficul¬ 
ties breaking into Chinese 
markets and Beijing's policy of 
holding down the yuan's value 
to boost exports. 

China was working to im-

prove its investment environ¬ 
ment, protect intellectual pro¬ 
perty and develop co-operation 
in the field of technology, Wen 
said during an hour-long 
speech broadcast live on the 
parliament's TV channel. 

"I hope that Europe will 
recognise and try to limit pro¬ 
tectionism to create a favou¬ 
rable climate to develop reci- 
prical trade," Wen said. 

"There is no conflict of in¬ 
terest between the EU and 
China but a complementarity 
between both sides, China is 
working to continue opening 
up" towards Europe, said Wen, 
who addressed the parliament 
in Chinese. 

Wen said European exports 
to China were up 42 percent in 
the first half of 2010, and 
would reach 500 billion dollars 
by the end of the year. 

Before his speech, Wen vi¬ 
sited the ancient citadel of the 
Acropolis, the Greek capital's 
top tourist site, and he called in 
his speech for direct flights be¬ 
tween Greece and China to 
promote two-way tourism. 


FRANKFURT, Germany 
(AFP) - A forecast eurozone 
slowdown is rolling in this 
month as Ireland's deficit 
rewrites record books, Spain's 
credit rating is cut and Portu¬ 
gal struggles to pass a budget. 

Even in Germany, the eco¬ 
nomic locomotive that whis¬ 
tled good news on the jobs 
front last week, manufactur¬ 
ing output is at an 11-month 
low and retail sales have 
slumped for a second month, 
placing a consumer recovery 
in question. 

That is the background for 
the European Central Bank's 
next meeting on Thursday, 
when the benchmark interest 
rate will surely remain at 1.0 
percent and markets will look 
for signs of changes to excep¬ 
tional ECB policy measures. 

ECB policymakers will 
have to pick through a patch- 
work of economic data and de¬ 
cide whether to signal they are 
still mulling exit strategies 
from a drive to underpin the 
eurozone's financial sector and 
sovereign debt. 

"The risk of accidents in fi¬ 
nancial and sovereign debt 
markets remains uncomfort¬ 
ably high, with Ireland and 
Portugal in the limelight," Uni- 
Credit chief economist Marco 
Annunziata said. 

But he added that "in ma¬ 
croeconomic terms, the euro¬ 
zone is holding up pretty well, 
especially when compared to 
the double-dip recession dis¬ 
cussion in the US. There is a 
distinct possibility that the un¬ 
avoidable slowdown will be 
delayed and/or less pronounced 
than generally expected." 

Dublin gave eurozone part¬ 
ners their latest shock mean¬ 



while with news its defict 
would leap to 32 percent of 
output — more than 10 times 
the European Union limit — to 
bail out Anglo Irish Bank at a 
cost of almost 35 billion euros 
(44 billion dollars). That 
dwarfed a previous eurozone 
deficit record set by Greece 
last year of nearly 14 percent. 

Ireland is not expected to 
tap the new European Finan¬ 
cial Stability Facility for help 
but will find it much harder to 
straighten out its finances. 

Meanwhile, Portugal has 
been pressed by eurozone part¬ 
ners to pass ambitious struc¬ 
tural reforms as it debates a 
new budget. 

Commented Deutsche 
Bank senior economist Gilles 
Moec: "The key issue now is 
whether or not the ruling So¬ 
cialists will be able to secure 
sufficient parliamentary sup¬ 
port from the centre right to 
have it approved." 

France unveiled its toughest 
spending cuts in 50 years, join¬ 
ing others in trying to convince 
investors "that the commitment 
to getting public finances back 
on track is genuine, and that the 
means to do so are credible," 
Goldman Sachs economist 
Nick Kojucharov said. 

But Moody's rating agency 
sliced Spain's top-ranked 
"Aaa" credit rating, dealing the 


government a sharp blow as 
it presented a belt-tightening 
budget the day after a general 
strike. 

Moody's cited a weakened 
Spanish growth outlook as a 
key factor in the downgrade, 
which had been widely ex¬ 
pected. The fresh focus on fis¬ 
cal discipline came as the cost 
of borrowing for some coun¬ 
tries on the eurozone's rim rose 
again in comparison with that 
for German 10-year bonds. 

Spain was spared intense 
scrutiny as reliance by Spanish 
banks on ECB funds has di¬ 
minished and borrowing by 
commercial banks in general 
declined, a sign that conditions 
on interbank markets have im¬ 
proved. 

Overall ECB lending fell by 
79 billion euros to 512 billion 
last week, the lowest level 
since October 2008, Citi eco¬ 
nomists noted. 

The euro climbed above 
1.37 dollars however on spe¬ 
culation the US Federal Re¬ 
serve would soon fire up the 
greenback printing presses 
again, while the EU said euro¬ 
zone inflation was set to climb 
to 1.8 percent. 

The faltering dollar pushed 
gold to a record 1,317.42 dol¬ 
lars per ounce Friday on the 
London Bullion Market. 

Unemployment across the 
16-nation zone stood at 10 per¬ 
cent for the sixth straight 
month, but growth should ex¬ 
ceed a previously estimated 
1.7 percent this year despite a 
slowdown in the final months. 

Ernst & Young senior econ¬ 
omist Marie Diron nonethess 
warned that "the forecast for the 
eurozone economy is a pro¬ 
longed period of weak growth." 


Australia warns China, Europe on trade 


SYDNEY, Australia (AFP) - 
Australia's trade minister yes¬ 
terday joined US calls for 
China to adjust its currency 
and warned Europe that Can¬ 
berra would not allow a revival 
of protectionism masquerading 
as environmentalism. 

The newly-appointed Craig 
Emerson said he was confident 
about growth prospects in 
China, Australia's key trading 
partner, but echoed warnings 
from the United States about 
undervaluing the yuan to gain 
a trade advantage. 

"The Americans are basi¬ 
cally fed up and I can under¬ 
stand why," Emerson said. "I 
think that it would be an appro¬ 
priate response, if the Chinese 
did adjust the exchange rate." 

"If they want to present 
themselves frankly as having 
market economy status, well 
let's have a few market forces 


applied to the exchange rate," 
he said. 

Public pressure on Beijing 
"tends to be counterproduc¬ 
tive," added Emerson, saying 
he would prefer to see it "hap¬ 
pen over time as a natural sort 
of adjustment. I think there's a 
real issue here and I know it's 
not as easy as just clicking 
your fingers in China to adjust 
the exchange rate because that 
will affect the competitiveness 
of their exports," he said. 

Strong demand from ra¬ 
pidly-industrializing China for 
Australia's raw materials 
helped it become the only ad¬ 
vanced economy to avoid re¬ 
cession during the global 
downturn, and Emerson said 
the Asian giant would continue 
to be key. 

"Just about every time we 
feel that we've got a fix on 
what's going on in China, it's 


bigger than that," he said. 

"It's enormous what's going 
on in China and I don't think 
that there is grounds for pes¬ 
simism about China's expan¬ 
sion, there are grounds for 
ongoing optimism about 
China's expansion." 

Emerson also warned that 
Canberra would not tolerate 
the resurrection of European 
trade barriers under the "green 
cloak" of punishing nations not 
prepared to tax carbon. 

"Of course we are commit¬ 
ted to putting a price on carbon 
but let's not believe that this is 
all about climate change," 
Emerson said. 

"There is a very clear Euro¬ 
pean protectionist instinct, old 
protectionist instinct, under 
this green cloak of respectabi¬ 
lity and we won't cop it." 

Australia would use "what¬ 
ever rules, trading rules there 


are through the WTO (World 
Trade Organisation) to fight 
against the use of these devices 
to protect industries in Europe, 
or anywhere else, against com¬ 
petition," Emerson said. 

The minister said he op¬ 
posed the inclusion of labour 
and environmental standards 
in trade agreements and he did 
not see why they should be¬ 
come Australian policy. 

Prime Minister Julia Gillard 
launched a new push to charge 
for carbon pollution last month 
after inaction on the issue 
nearly cost her ruling Labor 
party government at the Au¬ 
gust election. 

Gillard said Australia could 
not cut pollution to the extent 
that was necessary without 
putting a price on carbon, and 
has flagged an emissions trad¬ 
ing scheme, carbon tax or hy¬ 
brid of both.

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Shabururi rock formations where the women would gather to do their wash 

When my grandmother was a 
teenager growing up on Aruba, 
life was certainly very diffe¬ 
rent than today. She told me 
stories of Shabururi, where 
there are some fantastic rock 
formations hidden away in the 
mondi, and how everyone 
came from miles around to 
gather and wash their clothes 
every week. 

It was a big part of the so¬ 
cial life-for the women espe¬ 
cially. The water would collect 
in a big bowl formed by the 
rock formations, and here the 
women would scrub their 
clothes on the stones and then 
lay them out on the cactus to 
dry. They would bathe and 
catch up on local gossip; it was 
a fun time for all the family. 

Some came from far with 
piles of clothes (they had really 
big families then, and their 
labor would make their clothes 
very dirty), using donkey 
drawn carts. This is when my 
Grandmama, who has been 
gone now for 15 years and 
died at the age of 90, was only 
a teenager, and no one ever 
heard of a washing machine. 

I like to wear a full skirt 
when I go out into the mondi 
as my grandmother and her 
friends did. It makes me feel 
like them, climbing over the 
rocks in my bare feet. I think it 
must have been difficult and 
hot in the outfits they wore; the 
muslin was very stiff com¬ 
pared to what we wear today. 

Still, they would come, 
huge numbers of people, into 
this area which today is all 
overgrown and fenced off. It 
was the social center of their 


week, making the work enjoy¬ 
able, and then when the clothes 
were dry, they would fold them 
carefully carry them back 
home, many of the women 
without carts carrying the bas¬ 
kets of clean clothes on their 
heads. Still today, I think of my 
Grandmama and try to imagine 
her that way.

Kairo” is Papiamento for 
“let’s go tripping in the 
cunucu!” Madi conducts her 
tours seven days a week in a 
single range rover type all 
terrain vehicle. She takes a

ROME (AFP) - Inter Milan 
lost top spot in Serie A as Ju- 
ventus held them to a dull 0-0 
draw at the San Siro on Sun¬ 
day. 

Lazio took over the league 
leadership as Stefano Mauri 
scored the only goal of the 
game to beat Brescia 1-0. 

Inter remain second with 
Napoli moving up to third as 
they beat second-bottom AS 
Roma 2-0 at the San Paolo sta¬ 
dium in Naples. 

But the big game of the day 
turned out to be a hugely dis¬ 
appointing affair. 

Inter had to win to go back 
to the top of the table while 
Juve knew a defeat would 
leave them six points behind 
their fierce rivals at this early 
stage of the season. 

With so much at stake it 
was perhaps unsurprising that 
the first half was a cagey affair. 

Juve had the ball in the net 
on 32 minutes but Vincenzo 
Iaquinta was ruled offside from 
Milo Krasic's cross. 

That heralded a flurry of 
chances as Esteban Cambiasso 
volleyed over the bar and 
Samuel Eto'o chipped the ball 
to the back post where Diego 
Milito stretched out a leg but 
could not direct the ball back 
into the goal. 

The second half was no 
more eventful although Krasic 
created space following a pos¬ 
itive run and forced Julio Cesar 
into a diving save to his left. 

Wesley Sneijder tried his 
luck at the other end but could¬ 
n't hit the target while Fabio 
Quagliarella saw a speculative 


effort for Juve fly just high and 
wide. 

Brazilian full-back Maicon 
then got on the end of a Snei¬ 
jder free-kick but his header 
was too close to Marco Storari. 

Juve broke up the other end 
but although Quagliarella got 
in behind the Inter defence he 
could only prod his shot at 
Cesar. 

Inter came closest to break¬ 
ing the deadlock as Milito bril¬ 
liantly controlled Cambiasso's 
ball over the top but his swift 
finish from eight yards bob- 
bled just wide. 

It was a good day to be 
wearing sky blue in Serie A on 
Sunday as Lazio and Napoli 
each made a statement of their 
title credentials. 

Mauri scored the only goal 
of the game following a sweet 
move on the stroke of half¬ 
time and followed that up with 
a recall to the Italy squad later 
in the day. 

Marek Hamsik and a Juan 
own goal showed Napoli are 
ready to take the next step up 
this season and fight for a 
Champions League place 
while Roma continue to suffer 
a disastrous start to the season. 

It was Napoli's first home 
win of the season and Hamsik 
said that rather than the league 
table was the most important 
aspect of their victory. 

And Roma coach Claudio 
Ranieri admitted his team are 
not as good as last season. 

"We know that we're not the 
Roma of last year, we're work¬ 
ing hard and we will be back," 
he vowed.

NEWPORT (AFP) - United 
States skipper Corey Pavin 
said his team face an uphill 
struggle to retain the Ryder 
Cup after watching Europe 
surge into a three-point lead 
here on Sunday. 

But the combative Ameri¬ 
can captain vowed that his 
players would come out 
fighting in Monday's singles 
finale at Celtic Manor and 
were still capable of turning 
the contest around. 

Europe need only five 
points from the 12 up for 
grabs in the singles to win 
back the famous trophy they 
lost at Valhalla two years ago. 

"Is it an uphill battle? Yes, 
of course, because we have to 
win more points than they do 
in the singles," said Pavin. 

"But I have a lot of confi¬ 
dence in the guys. I liked 
what I saw out there today, 
even though the results were 
not what we wanted. As far as 
I know, the event is over to¬ 
morrow, not today." 

Pavin, a member of the 
last US team to win the Ryder 
Cup on foreign soil in 1993, 
said his team remained confi¬ 
dent they could mount a 
comeback. 

"I went in the locker room 


and I saw guys that battled 
hard. Were they disappointed 
with what happened, with the 
results? Yes. Are they down 
about it? No," he revealed." 

"There's 12 points out 
there tomorrow. That's a lot 
of points, and you know, I 
know that Team USA is up 
for it, and we are going to go 
out there and have at it, give 
it our best shot." 

Europe lead by 9 1/2 to 6 
1/2 after winning all but a 
half point from the six on 
offer in the third session of 
fourballs and foursomes. 

Europe captain Colin 
Montgomerie described the 
performance as "one of the 
greatest days" in the team's 
history — but said there was 
no chance of his players rest¬ 
ing on their laurels. 

"All credit to everybody in 
that team today. All 12 on 
that course performed bril¬ 
liantly," Montgomerie said. 
"In my time I truly believe 
that that was one of the great¬ 
est days for European golf 
that we have had. 

"To turn a two-point 
deficit into a three-point lead 
was quite amazing. To stop 
America winning a match — 
fantastic. 


"But all this will be point¬ 
less if it is not continued to¬ 
morrow. There's no resting 
for our team. We're going out 
tomorrow to win the singles 
session.

NEW DELHI (AFP) - 
Plagued by charges of cor¬ 
ruption, security fears and 
shambolic organisation, the 
19th Commonwealth Games 
threw off the shackles of its 
chaotic lead-up Sunday to 
stage a spectacular opening 
ceremony. 

Watched by a crowd of al¬ 
most 60,000 at the Jawaharlal 
Nehru stadium in New Delhi, 
with a worldwide television 
audience of more than a bil¬ 
lion, the launch was billed as 
bringing ’’India alive” for the 
11-day sporting showpiece. 

Prince Charles declared the 
Games open after receiving a 
relay baton that had travelled 
some 170,000 kilometres 
(107,000 miles) to all the Com¬ 
monwealth nations, most of 
them former British colonies, 
before arriving in India. 

The tightly-drilled specta¬ 
cle — far from the epic which 
kicked off the Beijing 
Olympics but as fastidiously 
organised — marked a stark 
contrast to the build-up, when 
the Indian capital suffered 
weeks of disastrous headlines. 

Teams arrived to find the 
athletes’ village unfinished and 
filthy, a new footbridge next to 
the main stadium collapsed in¬ 
juring dozens of workers, and 
concerns about health, security 
and transport have also been 
high. 

But from the first crackle 
of applause to the prince’s 
opening speech almost two 
hours later, it was clear some 
chastening lessons had been 
leamt as more than 6,000 per¬ 
formers showcased 5,000 
years of India's history and 
culture. 
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United States crowned 
world champions 


KARLOVY VARY (AFP) - 
The United States won the 
women's world basketball 
championship title for the 
eighth time here on Sunday, 
beating the Czech Republic 
89-69 in the final. 

The US, winners of the 
past four Olympic titles, re¬ 
claimed the gold they last 
won in 2002. In 2006 they fell 
in the semi-finals to Russia. 

The Americans led all the 
way, holding a 12-point lead 
(40-28) two minutes before 
from the break, only for the 
hosts to claw back to just five 
points behind (40-35) thanks 
to the efforts of Hana Ho- 
rakova (12 points, 5 passes) 
and Eva Viteckova (7 pts, 5 
rebounds). 


The Olympic champions, 
however, reasserted their ad¬ 
vantage three minutes after 
the break thanks to stalwarts 
Sue Bird (11 pts, 5 intercep¬ 
tions) and Diana Taurasi (16 
pts, 2 interceptions) as they 
opened up a 20-point cushion 
that they maintained for the 
rest of the match. 

The top US scorer was 
Angel McCoughtry (18 pts, 4 
rbds). 

Earlier, Spain claimed the 
bronze medal when they beat 
Belarus 77-68. 

Defending champions 
Australia were eliminated in 
the quarter-finals by the 
Czech Republic and finished 
fifth after their 74-62 win 
over France.
